WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Four 
persons, two of the former Treas- 
ury employes, were indicted today 
by a District of Columbia’ grand 
jury for conspiracy to defraud the 
Government in connection with in- 
come tax Cases. 

The indictment resulted largely 
from testimony given the grand 
jury by Thomas N. McCarter, presi- 
dent of the New Jersey Public 
Service Corporation, and of the Ed- 
ison Institute. He was the Gov- 
ernment’s chief witness. 

Those named in the indictment 
are John W. Hardgrove, formerly 
associate chief conferee of the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau, who was 
dismissed by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau after an investi- 
gation; Henning R. Nelson, former- 
ly an auditor in the bureau, dis- 
missed along with Hardgrove; 
Frank B. McElhill of New York 
City, practicing privately as a tax 
consultant; Richard E. Callaghan, 
also of New York, associated with 
McElhill in the tax consulting 
business. 

McCarter is the man whom Mor- 
genthau recently called a “public 
spirited citizen” for reporting the 
case. McCarter protested to Mor- 
genthau about activities of the tax 
consultants and the Treasury head 
instituted an investigation.

Kirovo, a town of 60,000 popula- 
tion in the Southern Ukraine, was 
called Elizabetgrad before its name 
was changed to Zinovievsk. 

Nineteen employes of the Omsk 
Railway were sentenced to prison 
today for  counter-revolutionary 
sabotage, carelessness and ineffici- 
ency. Three of the workers _re- 
ceived 10-year sentences and the 
others from one to six years. 

Thirty-five accidents occurred on 
the Omsk section of the Trans-Si- 
berian Railroad between Dec. 10 
and Dec. 15. In the first two weeks 
of this month 87 locomotives were 
damaged and 18 trains broken up. 

The Izvestia said the sentences 
should be a warning to railway 
managers and employes that they 
must correct conditions and move 
fuel without interruption to the 
metallurgical plants, which are suf- 
fering from a shortage of coal de- 
spite a congestion of fuel in the 
Kuznetzky basin, which the rail- 
ways tap.

“As 
a Tudor or Stuart King ruled with 
Parliament if he could and in spite 
of Parliament if he must, so an 
American President or Governor 
rules with Congress or a Legisla- 
ture if he can but in spite of them 
if he must. 

“The three departments of our 
Government, executive, legislative, 
and judicial, have been co-ordinate 
and co-equal, but in the actual 
practice of the Government some- 
one has always taken the lead.”

John H. Happel, who beat his 
wife to death in Los Angeles Nov. 
30 and fled to St. Louis, where he 
was captured two weeks later, has 
admitted to Los Angeles authori- 
ties that he shot and killed Henry 
W. Mever. former St. Louis real 
estate dealer. who was living on 
Mrs. Happel’s farm near St. James, 
Mo., on Dec. 13. the same day that 
a St. Louis policeman took him into 
custody for the Los Angeles mur- 
der. 

That Mever had been murdered, 
that Happel had visited him and 
that no one had seen Meyer alive 
after that dav. was told exclusively 
in the Post-Dispatch yesterday, and 
prompted the questioning of Happel 
at Los Angeles. which resulted in 
his confession of the Meyer murder 
last night. 

To Be Tried in California. 

Happel was returned to Los An- 
geles last Sunday and is in jail 
there, awaiting trial for wife mur- 
der. At the District Attorney’s of- 
fice there, it was said he would not 
be relinquished to Missouri authori- 
ties until the California case had 
been disposed of. Prosecuting At- 
torney E. W. Allison of Phelps 
County, in which St. James is lo- 
cated, said today that he would at- 
tempt to have Happel brought back 
to stand trial for the killing of 
Meyer. 

Meyer, 66 years old, apparently 
was killed because of a misunder- 
standing. He was living on the 
Happel farm while attempting to 
sell it and had been in correspond- 
ence, according to his diary, with 
“Miss Happel.” 

Happel, in his confession, said he 
went to the farm on Dec. 13, told 
Meyer to get off the property and 
when Meyer demanded to know who 
he was, said “I’m her husband.” To 
that Meyer replied: “She hasn't got 
any husband,” and _ declined to 
move. 

Bought Rifle Day Before. 

Happel, had purchased a .22-cali- 
ber rifle the day before, and when 
Meyer refused to believe he was 
“Miss” Happel’s husband, he seated 
himself beside Meyer’s bed and 
quietly began to put it together in 
his lap. He opened the box of 
shells he had bought at the same 
time and slipped one into the chnam- 
ber, Happel’s written confession 
States. 

“Meyer was sitting up in the cot, 
sort of leaning his head on his 
hand,” Happel continued. “He said 
he was going to stay on the ranch. 
l aimed at him, the way I used to 
aim at ducks. He looked up and I 
shot him right in the head. I 
dragged him out into the other 
room and started back to St. 
Louis.”

In November, 1933, by comparison, 
3,365,112 families were on relief at 
a cost of $70,810,514.

Rosecan reinstated the charges 
this morning by filing new informa- 
tions to replace the _ indictments, 
after Judge Dickmann had refused 
to entertain his motion, made in 
open court, that the indictments be 
placed on the do¢ket again. Judge 
Dickmann ruled that the proper way 
to proceed was by filing of informa- 
tions. 

Prosecutor Rosecan “Amazed.” 

Prosecuting Attorney Rosecan 


- was not in the building yesterday 


morning when his assistant form- 
ally abandoned the prosecution of 
Miller before a courtroom crowded 
with friends and political adherents 
of the defendant. Apprised on his 
return of what had taken place he 
expressed himself as “amazed,” and 
said Hough's action was “diamet- 
rically opposed” to his own wishes 
and specific instructions.

A Negro was shot to death early

MORTGAGES IN DEFAULI 


RFC Loan to First National Co. 
One of Many of This Type 
Made Recently.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—The 
$4,400,000 loan which the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation has 
promised to the First National Co. 
of St. Louis to enable the company 
to make a payment on guaranteed 
first mortgage participations now 
in default is one of many loans 
of this nature made in_ recent 
months, RFC official explained to- 
day. 
The loan will be granted if and 
when 85 per cent of the holders of 
the $9,577,503 in “euaranteed” first 
mortgage “gold” participation cer- 
tificates of the First National Co., 
lately an affiliate of the First Na- 
tional Bank, approve of the reor- 
ganization plan. Then the Circuit 
Court must approve and before the 
money is finally disbursed the RFC 
requires the approval of 95 per cent 
of the certificate holders. 

The loan would be used to make 
a 46 per cent payment on the cer- 
tificates which went into default 
in May of 1933. First application 
for the loan was made on June 30. 
Extended negotiations were carried 
on before the RFC Board. 

The RFC does not make public 
the valuation of the collateral put 
up to secure the loan. According 
to RFC officials, 90 per cent of it is 
in real estate mortgages and the 
balance in owned real estate, most 
of it in St. Louis.

A trained nurse, she was married 
secretly to her first husoand, son 
of the multimillionaire stock broker 
and former tobacco manufacturer, 
in California in 1912 after she had 
attended him during an illness. Paul 
Brown Jr., died in 1916 and litiga- 
ticn over his estate was settled out 
of court several years later by pay- 
ment of an unannounced amount to 
his widow. The widow was mar- 


ried about two years ago to Judge 
Leonard McGee, a City Magistrate 
of New York. 

In the litigation over the estate 
of Paul Brown Jr., a court decree 
before the settlement directed al- 
lowance of about $80,000 to three of 
Brown’s heirs, his widow, his daugh- 
ter, Dorothy, by his first marriage, 
and his son by his second marriage, 
Paul Brown III. Paul Brown III 
died in 1930, his $1,500,000 share of 
a trust fund in the estate of his 
grandfather, Paul Brown Sr., going 
to his half sister. 

Paul Brown Sr. died in 1927, leav- 
ing most of his $13,000,000 estate to 
his family, including one-sixth of 
the residuary estate in trust for 
Dorothy Brown and Paul Brown 
III.

MAN FOUND INSURED 
IN STREET DIES 


Patrick Greer Believed to Have 
Been Hit by Auto That 
Did Not Stop. 


Patrick Greer, 55-year-old _rail- 
road laborer, who was found lying 
injured in the street at Leona and 
Delor streets Christmas night, died 
yesterday at City Hospital. 

Police believe Greer was hit by an 
automobile, which failed to stop. 
A Coroner’s jury today was unable 
to determine in what manner he 
was hurt, and returned an open ver- 
dict.

Hoffmann said the Safety 
Council would indorse a bill, to be | 
introduced in the next session of} 
the State Legislature, which pro-| 
vides for physical examination of 
drivers, and punishment of major 
violators, who would be denied the 
privilege of driving. 

“Such a law would weed out the 
habitual drunkard, drug addict and 
others physically or mentally in- 
competent to operate an automo- 
bile,” Hoffmann said. He explained 


enforcement of traffic laws and ac- 
cidents exists. A recent report re- 
leased by the Safety Council called 
attention to a decline in fines for 
traffic violations.

Tuskegee Institute Says It Is De- 
cline of 13 From 1933 Figure.

TUSKEGEE, Ala., Dec. 28.—Rec- 
.ords of Tuskegee Institute today 
'showed there were 15 lynchings in 
‘the nation during 1934, all Negroes, 
'a decline of 13 from the 28 lynch- 
|ings recorded for 1933. 

The report, released today by Dr. 
_R. R. Moton, president of Tuskegee 

Institute, showed that “eight of the 
persons lynched were in the hands 
.of the law; three were taken from 
| jails and five from officers of the 
|law outside of jails. T} we were 
| 51 instances in which cfficers of 
ithe law prevented lynchings,” Pres- 
'ident Moton’s report stated, “and 
'seven of these were in Northern 
'and Western states and 44 in South- 
l'ern states.” The states in which 
the lynchings occurred and _ the 
number in each state are: Alabama 
1, Florida 2, Georgia 1, Kentucky 1, 
Louisiana 2, Mississippi , Tennes- 
see 1 and Texas 1.

CHICAGO, Dec. 28.—The United 
States should return as soon as 
possible to a fixed gold standard 
95 of the nation’s leading monetary 
economists here for the meeting of 
‘the American Economic Associa- 
| tion agreed. : 

In answer to a questionnaire sub- 
mitted by officers of the Econom- 
ists’ National Committee on Mone- 
tary Policy, the 95 members of the 
committee gave the following re- 


plies: 
Ninety-four per cent held the 

Government immediately should 
declare whether it intends to re- 
turn to the gold standard as 
important to economic recovery. 

One hundred per cent held im- 
perative a speedy return to a 
fixed gold standard. 

Seventy-seven per cent favored 
a gold bullion standard. 

Ninety-eight per cent opposed 
further purchases of silver. 

One hundred per cent held that 
current silver purchases were 
dangerous as an_ inflationary 
measure. 

Trend Toward Inflation. 

Ninety-three per cent said it 
was not desirable to have part of 
the reserves of central banks or 
part of the monetary base in 
silver. 

Seventy-eight per cent believed 
the present trend in the United 
States was toward inflation 
through expansion of money. 

Ninety-seven per cent believed 
there is a trend toward inflation 
through expansion of bank credit. 

Eighty-eight per cent believed 
it unlikely that inflation would 
be controlled. 

The committee expressed opposi- 
tion to a managed currency; was 
unanimous in opposing frequent 
changes in the weight of gold 
units; and said that if there is to 
be currency management, it should 
be in the hands of the Federal Re- 


serve. 
Against Central Bank. 

Also the committee was unani- 
mous in opposing a Government- 
owned and operated central bank 
and was against vesting currency 
issuance powers in the Secretary of 
the Treasury. It also expressed be- 
lief that the Secretary should be

THE DOOM OF CODE PRICE-FIXING. 

Federal Judge Otis in Kansas City rules that code 
price-fixing under the NRA is illegal, in that it 
transcends the authority given by the Constitution 
to regulate commerce among the several states. The 
ruling was made in a case brought by the Govern- 
ment against a lumber company, in which an injunc- 
tion was sought to restrain the company from sell- 
ing its products at less than the code scale. 

Judge Otis does not think that the price at which 
an owner offers to sell his property and the price a 
prospective purchaser agrees to pay are incidents of 
interstate commerce. Says he: 


The meeting of the minds of the vendor and 
the vendee in an agreement as to price precedes 
any movement of the property sold and bought. 
Since the contract is no part of that commerce 
which Congress is given power to regulate, Con 
gress cannot regulate the terms of the contract 


directly. 

As it happens, last Saturday the NRA admitted the 
impossibility of enforcing price-fixing in the lumber 
industry and ordered immediate suspension of the 
code’s price-fixing provisions. This action was taken 
after hearings at which lumber operators declared 
that violation of code price schedules was more the 
rule than the exception. 

At the time the schedules were set up, it was be- 
lieved by the operators that they would remedy a 
chaotic condition in the lumber industry. They were 
sadly disillusioned. They found that price-fixing in- 
tensified the ills to which the lumber industry had 
been subject. Its lack of enforcement victimized lum- 
ber companies who played the game, to the profit of 
their less scrupulous competitors.

A DUTY OF CONGRESS. 

Presiding Judge Kimbrough Stone of the Federal. 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the Eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit is to be commended for calling attention to the 
fact that three of the Federal district judgeships in 
this circuit are temporary and cannot be continued 
by the President on the retirement or death of the 
jurists who now occupy them. Legislation such as 
Judge Stone proposes, to make these judgeships per- 
manent, should be enacted by the coming Congress. 

Missouri has two Federal judgeships of this char- 
acter, those filled by Judges Charles B. Davis of St. 
Louis and Albert L. Reeves of Kansas City. 

Some 20 of these temporary judgeships were created 
by Congress in 1922 on the theory that the congestion 
then existing in the Federal courts was partly an 
aftermath of war-time legislation and partly due to 
prohibition. It was expected that the additional Judges 
would not be needed as the war period receded and 
the operation of the eighteenth amendment continued. 
Hence, no provision was made to appoint successors 
as these posts were vacated. 

It is apparent now that the guess of Congress was 
a bad one. The Federal District Courts have more 
work to do today than ever before. They must now 
give over a considerable portion of their dockets to 
the enforcement of the Federal revenue laws, under 
which post-repeal bootleggers are prosecuted. Under

5 SePboanponee GUARDSMEN are so 
often used for the terrorization of 
strikers and for the strong-arm treatment 
of minority groups, that I learn with a 
sense of satisfaction of state troops being 
used to prevent a lynching. With ac- 
curate knowledge of the temper of small- 
town Southerners, the authorities of Shel- 
byville, Tenn., took the precaution to 
guard the courthouse during the trial of 
a Negro for alleged assault upon a white 
girl. Usually in such cases, the bravery 
and determination of those in charge of 
prisoners are weak and short-lived. At 
Shelbyville, however, the courthouse was 
defended by State troopers, with the re- 
sult that two of the mob, intent upon 
preventing the “due process of law,” were 
killed, and seven wounded. 

History has shown the futility of mili- 
tary force in the settlement of interna- 
tional disputes.

THE MISSISSIPPI VALLEY. 

It is something of a surprise to most of us in the 

Mississippi Valley to learn that this fertile terrain 


has been outmoded by time and must be remodeled. 


Yet so we are told. A majority of the people of 


the United States live in the watershed of the Mis- 
sissippi River and its tributaries. 
the bread basket of America. 


It has been called 


devoted services of those who would integrate the. 
inland waterways with all other transport. Politi- 


cians have died for it. 


But we are told now that what served the purposes 
of buffalo hunting and flat boating does not neces- 
sarily serve the necessities of our enlightened time. 
The Mississippi Valley Committee of the Public 
Works Administration says so in a voluminous re- 
port of 234 pages. Senator Shipstead of Minnesota 
says so in a bill which awaits the next session of 
Congress. The Tennessee Valley Authority says so. 

What all these people say is that life in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley is a mere suggestion of what it could 
be. The Mississippi Valley Committee has discovered 
that only 6 per cent of the people in the valley have 
electricity in their homes. Senator Shipstead goes 
a little farther than that. Only one household in five 
in the Mississippi Valley, he says, has a bathroom 
in it. When we learn the whole truth about life in 
this pleasant region, we shall probably realize that it 
is not pleasant at all except by some such poetic test 
as that it is bliss to be either ignorant or unwashed, 
as Abraham Lin- 
coln did, by the light of the fireplace. 

Not since the New Madrid earthquakes, which 
shook the valley for six months, has there been such 
a concerted effort to shake the inhabitants of this 
region out of bed and wake them up, so to speak, in 
the new world of science and invention. The Mis- 
sissippi Valley Committee tells Mr. Ickes, the Public 
Works Administrator, that a billion dollars, more or 
less, would not only make the Mississippi Valley en 
rapport with the Power Age, but would actually save 
it from the dreadful consequences of such neglect as 
that which turned the valley of the Nile over to tour- 
ists and made of the valley of the Euphrates a camp- 
ing ground for archeologists. What the committee 
proposes is a counterpart of the British grid scheme, 
which links together in service both publicly and 
privately owned electrical projects. 

The Tennessee Valley Authority urges us to take 
up arms and fight erosion. The Mississippi Valley 
Committee beckons us into a death struggle against 
darkness. Senator Shipstead urges us into an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance with soap and water. 

We accept all these invitations. Not that we in- 
dorse everything suggested by this concentrated so- 
licitude for our welfare, but because we do believe 
the Mississippi Valley could become a much more at- 
tractive place than it is. We believe that in a 
sense all these people are right: that all of us should 
have electricity for our use and conveniences: that 
floods benefit no one: that bathing would at least

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“IMPLIED AUTHORITY.” 

The joint announcement a week ago by the Federal 
Reserve System and the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation that interest rates of member and in- 
sured non-member banks had been ordered reduced 
was sharply attacked by Senator Glass. Neither the 
Federal System nor the FDIC, he asserted, had legal 
authority to fix the interest rates of non-member 
banks. He insisted the action required explanation. 

Mr. Glass was correct, we believe, in so insisting. 
It was also a logical, if mistaken, deduction on his 
part that the Federal Reserve System had either is- 
sued the order itself or in conjunction with the FDIC. 
An explanation has now been offered which is not 
satisfactory to the Senator. 

Gov. Eccles of the Federal Reserve Board has ac- 
knowledged the board has no authority over non- 
member banks and had nothing to do with the in- 
struction affecting them. The action was taken by 
the FDIC. And Chairman Crowley of the FDIC con- 
fesses that that body has no specific authority in 
the premises, but, on advice of counsel, acted on 
“implied authority,” to prevent discrimination and 
grant “equal rights to all members of the corpora- 
tion,” 

It is obvious, of course, that member banks of the 
Federal Reserve System, if legally unable to meet the 
interest rates of non-member banks on time deposits, 
would be at a disadvantage. It may be argued, per- 
haps, that, for the maintenance of fair competition, 
public policy does vest the FDIC with the “implied 
authority” it has assumed and exercised. But the 
precedent has dangerous possibilities. The cloak of

T is generalHy assumed that the alterna- 
| tive to a dole, that is; direct relief meas- 

ured by the minimum needs of the un- 
employed, is either a public works program 
in the manner of PWA or a lot of useless 
activities intended to look like real work 
though they deceive nobody. The phrase, 
“public works,” calls up in most minds either 
some elaborate project which will take years 
to finish and will cost millions of the tax- 
payers’ money to operate or else it evokes 
a picture of men raking dead leaves in the 
city parks from one side of the path to the 
other. 

The PWA as an instrument of recovery 
must be put down as worse than a failure. 
It can be shown, I think, that Mr. Ickes has 
created an organization and a procedure 
which is a vast improvement on the old 
pork barrel and has thus made a useful 
reform in the normal procedure of the Fed- 
eral Government. But as an emergency 
device for creating work and priming the 
pump, PWA has a sorry record. 

The amount of net additional employment 
created is negligible. What is much worse, 
the PWA, by a wholly misconceived policy 
as to wages, and handicapped by the mis- 
take of NRA in fixing prices, has tended 
to peg construction costs at a level where 
private re-employment is not profitable. This 
is illustrated by an example cited in Prof. 
Sumner Slichter’s recent book, “Towards 
Stability,” where in the South workers on 
PWA projects were paid $1 an hour while 
union men on private construction were 


striking for 75 cents an hour. 
* a * 


A much more successful attempt to create 
work promptly was made by the CWA last 
winter, and the general public has never 
properly appreciated the variety and the 
amount of useful work done by the CWA 
Anyone who wishes to get an impression of 
that should look at the photographic his- 
tory of CWA in a volume called “America 
Fights the Depression.” 

But CWA had one deep and destructive 
defect. It obtained its funds from PWA 
and had, therefore, to adopt the wage rates 
set by PWA. The result was that CWA 
workers earned a high rate of pay per hour, 
but, because they were getting relief, were 
not allowed to earn it many hours a week. 
From the point of view of the work done, 
this meant that the cost was high; from 
the point of view of the workers, it meant 
that they could get a bare living by working 
only a few days a week. 

So the projects were expensive, and those 
who were content with a bare subsistence 
could obtain it by working a few days and 
idling the rest of the week. The system de- 
stroyed incentive to work and yet made the 
work costly. This, plus the inevitable errors 
of hasty improvisation and inadequate su- 
pervision and direction, was the ground of 
the justifiable complaints brought against 
CWA in all parts of the country. 

If we examine the errors of PWA and 
CWA, it becomes clear, I think, that they 
arose from a failure to recognize that in a 
depression men cannot sell their goods or 
their services at pre-depression prices. If 
they insist on pre-depression prices for 
goods, they do not sell them. If they insist 
on pre-depression wages, they become un- 
employed. 

Both PWA and CWA were ruined hv the 
fallacy current in all depressions that a lit- 


tle work or a small volume of sales at a 
high rate are preferable to much work or a 
large volume of sales at a lower rate. It 
is a fallacy not confined to PWA or CWA 
or the trade unions. It prevailed among 
most business men when the codes were 
written. 
+ * a 


In the past, when trade was depressed 
and men could not find work, they migrated 
to new lands... The United States was set- 
tled by.a migration of this sort. Now when 
men moved out into new lands, they worked 
for what they could get. The West would 
not have been opened if the pioneers had 
insisted immediately upon or had been com- 
pelled by law to work at the same rate of 
pay per hour as prevailed in the older set- 
tled communities from which they came. 

A Government public works program to 
deal with unemployment should be looked 
upon as a modern equivalent for the open- 
ing up of new lands to settlement. The 
Government creates industrial opportunity 
by using cheap money to promote projects 
which, like the cultivation of new lands, add 
to the national wealth. 

Looked at this way, the rate of pay on 
emergency public works ought to be de- 
cisively lower than in established industries, 
but there ought to be enough of it so that 
a man working steadily will earn a weekly 
income larger than he could get from a dole 
or from partial employment. 

A public works program based on this 
principle would have low labor costs. Valu- 
able projects could be made economically 
sound on this level of costs. It would, there- 
fore, not be really expensive. It would at 
the same time be based on the onlv sane 
theory of reward, which is, that the more a 
man works the more he earns. 

It would do away with the lunatic theory 
that the way to increase jobs is to limit 
work. It would supply the only fair and 
searching test of whether a man actually 
wanted work or preferred to be supported 
by charity. It would put to the union lead- 
ers the practical question as to whether they 
prefer high rates and little work, and there- 
fore meager annual incomes, or lower rates, 
more work and better annual incomes.

Such a public works progrem would be a 
radically different thing from PWA. It 
could attack urban and rural slums with a 
fair prospect of being able to make the new 
houses self-supporting. This is something 
that private capital can scarcely hope to do. 
It could build sewers and sewage plants, 
waterworks and other municipal projects at 
a cost which cities could bear. It could 
carry electricity into the country districts 
at a cost far below that which now prevails. 
Such a program would have, of course, to 
be accompanied by a reduction in the 
monopolistic prices of materials. 

The great virtue of such a program is 
that it could become a powerful influence 
in bringing the national economy into bal- 
ance at the point where it is now most un- 
balanced. If that can be done, the balanc- 
ing of the budget will present no difficulties. 
On the other hand, if the economy is not 
balanced, it is a safe prediction that the 
budget will not long stay balanced. 

Those who take this view will not test 
the forthcoming budget by looking to see 
whether the deficit is to be two billions for 
direct relief or four billions for public works

It can be shown, I think, that Mr. Ickes has 
created an organization and a procedure 
which is a vast improvement on the old 
pork barrel and has thus made a useful 
reform in the normal procedure of the Fed- 
erai Government. But as an emergency 
device for creating work and priming the 
pump, PWA has a sorry record. 

The amount of net additional employment 
created is negligible. What is much worse, 
the PWA, by a wholly misconceived policy 
as to wages, and handicapped by the mis- 
take of NRA in fixing prices, has tended 
to peg construction costs at a level where 
private re-employment is not profitable. This 
is illustrated by an example cited in Prof. 
Sumner Slichter’s recent book, “Towards 
Stability,” where in the South workers on 
PWA projects were paid $1 an hour while 
union men on private construction were 
striking for 75 cents an hour. 

. = * 

A much more successful attempt to create 
work promptiv was made by the CWA last 
winter, and the general public has never 
properly appreciated the variety and the 
amount of useful work done by the CWA. 
Anyone who wishes to get an impression of 
that should look at the photographic his- 
tory of CWA in a volume called “America 
Fights the Depression.” 

But CWA had one deep and destructive 
defect. It obtained its funds from PWA 
and had, therefore, to adopt the wage rates 
set by PWA. The result was that CWA 
workers earned a high rate of pay per hour, 
but, because they were getting relief, were 
not allowed to earn it many hours a week. 
From the point of view of the work done, 
this meant that the cost was high: from 
the point of view of the workers, it meant 
that they could get a bare living by working 
only a few days a week. 

So the projects were expensive, and those 
who were content with a bare subsistence 
could obtain it by working a few davs and 
idling the rest of the week. The system de 
stroyed incentive to work and vet made the 
work costly. This, plus the inevitable errors 
of hasty improvisation and inadequate su- 
pervision and direction, was the ground of 
the justifiable complaints brought ¢ gainst 
CWA in all parts of the country. 

If we examine the errors of PWA and 
CWa, it becomes clear, I think, that they 
arose from a failure to recognize that in a 
depression men cannot sell their goods or 
their services at pre-depression prices. If 
they insist on pre-depression prices for 
goods, they do not sell them. If they insist 
on pre-depression wages, thev become un- 
emploved. 

Both PWA and CWA were ruined hv the 
fallacy current tn all depressions that a lit- 


to new lands... The United States was set- 
tled by a migration of this sort. Now when 
men moved out into new lands, they worked 
for what they could get. The West would 
mot have been opened if the pioneers had 
insisted immediately upon or had been com- 
pelled by law to work at the same rate of 
pay per hour as prevailed in the older set- 
tled communities from which they came. 

A Government public works program to 
deal with unemployment should be looked 
upon as a modern equivalent for the open- 
ing up of new lands to settlement. The 
Government creates industrial opportunity 
by using cheap money to promote projects 
which, like the cultivation of new lands, add 
to the national wealth. 

Looked at this way, the rate of pay on 
emergency public works ought to be de- 
cisively lower than in established industries, 
but there ought to be enough of it so that 
& man working steadily will earn a weekly 
income larger than he could get from a dole 
or from partial employment. 

A public works program based on this 
principle would have low labor costs. Valu- 
able projects could be made economically 
sound on this level of costs. It would, there- 
fore, not be really expensive: It would at 
the same time be based on the onlv sane 
theory of reward, which is, that the more a 
man works the more he earns. 

It would do away with the lunatic theory 
that the way to increase jobs 
work. It would supply the only 
searching test of whether a man 
wanted work or preferred to be supported 
by charity. It would put to the union lead- 
ers the practical question as to whether they 
prefer high rates and | 


actualiv 


little work, and there- 
fore meager annual incomes, or lower rates, 
more work and better annual incomes. 

* © . 

Such a public works program would be a 
radically different thing from PWA. It 
could attack urban and rural slums with a 
fair prospect of being able to make the new 
houses self-supporting. This is something 
that private capital can scarcely hope to do. 
It could build sewers and sewage plants, 
waterworks and other municipal projects at 
a cost which cities could bear. It could 
carry electricity into the country districts 
at a cost far below that which now prevails. 
Such a program would have. of course, to 
be accOmpanied by a reduction in the 
monopolistic prices of materials. 

The great virtue of such a program is 
that it could become a powerful influence 
in bringing the national economy into bal- 
ance at the point where it is now most un- 
balanced. If that can be done, the balanc- 
ing of the budget will present no difficulties. 
On the other hand, if the economy is not 
balanced, it is a safe prediction that the 
budget will not long stay balanced. 

Those who take this view will not test 
the forthcoming budget bv looking to see 
whether the deficit is to he two hillions far 
direct relief or four billions for public works

ity, and the California Valencias 
are good in quality and increasing 
in quantity. In buying any citrus 
fruit, »robably the best test is 
weight; a heavy feeling orange or 
grapefruit usually contains more 
juice. Select heavy, thin skinned, 
even shaped fruit in preference to 
over-large, thick skinned, or spongy 
feeling fruit. Russet oranges and 
grapefruit are as good in quality 
as the bright colored ones. As to 
size, Oranges vary as follows: large 
oranges run 96 to 126 to the box; 
medium sized ones are 150, 176, 200 
and 216 to the box; while the small 
sizes run 250, 288 and 324. The best 
buys for the average housewife are 
usually in the range of 150 to 216 
to the box. With grapefruit, med- 
ium sized fruits will run about 54 
or 64 to the box. 

Boiled Dinner for Wednesday. 

On Wednesday we have suggested 
a New England boiled dinner, a' 
type of meal that might be served 
more often to excellent advantage; 
Select well corned beef, your butch- 
er will have to be your guide as 
to the best selection according to 
whether you like a mild or salty 
flavor. We have suggested brisket 
or rump cuts. The brisket has con- 
siderable fat, which some people 
prefer; if you like lean meat, buy 
the rump cut. The vegetables may 
be varied somewhat, if you like, 
but the ones suggested are the 
more or less traditional ones that 
are served with this type of dinner. 
Since everything is cooked in the 
one pot, it will appeal to the house- 
wife who has to wash up after din- 
ner. There may be enough corned 
beef left over for hash on Thurs- 
day and you can use it for lunch. 
The soup served for dinner is a 


very thick, substantial affair which

Meat or fish pastes with 
an additional dash of seasoning or 
sauce make nippy bits that are very 
easy to eat. Coffee with cream, or 
wassail if you want to be English, 
and Christmas cookies or thin 
slices of fruit cake mark an ex- 
cellent conclusion to an informal 
meal of this sort, 

An Italian Appetizer. 
An appetizer that the Italians call 
antipasto which is a platter of rel- 
ishes, thinly sliced salami, ripe and 
green olives, sardines, perhaps a 
bit of well seasoned slaw, always 
proves acceptable. The idea of a 
spread of this kind is to provide 
tempting morsels that are interest- 
ing.

BEST DISHES FOR THE FIRST OF YEAR 


Recipes That Take You Around Clock From Breakfast to Buttet Supper 


HIS article is addressed to all Jast-min- 
a: ute hostesses. If you are one of those in- 

dividuals who plans her entertainment 
and meals long in advance, then you are not 
a last-minute hostess and need read no fur- 
ther. If, however, you are one of those per- 
sons who wait until the last minute for an 
‘inspiration,’ we hope you may get some 
suggestions for New Year’s’ entertaining 
from the following menus. 

The recipes are simple and will not re- 
quire an undue amount of time or money. 
They include those suitable for a breakfast, 
eggnog service for afternoon callers and a 


buffet supper. 


New Year's Breakfast 
A New Year's breakfast is the happy end- 
ing for a night spent in celebrating. It 


refrigerator and much more pleasant on a 
brisk, cold morning after long hours of 
dancing or other forms of merry-making. 
Or, you may prefer to serve a late breakfast 
rather than an early one. In either case it 
should be substantial as to quantity and at- 
tractive in service. The following menus 
has both qualifications: 


Breakfast Menu 


Mixed Fruit Plate 


Cottage Loaf Potatoes Sausages 
Scrantbled Eggs 
Graham Pecan Muffins Coffee 


No recipe is necessary for the fruit plate 
illustrated. All that.is needed is a small 
bunch of grapes for the center of each 
plate, with slices of orange and pineapple 
arranged in groups of three radiating from 


it. The pineapple slices may be % sections 


'of 44-inch slices of fresh or canned pine- 


apple. The easiest way to prepare the 
orange is to cut 14-inch slices crosswise 
without peeling; then lay each slice on a 
cutting board and run a sharp knife around 
the slice just inside the white of the peel. 
For one plate prepare three pineapple sec- 
tions and six orange slices. Stand them up 
on the plate in three groups, with one pine- 
apple section between every two orange 
slices. The combination of fruit colors 
blends well with the daintily flowered 
Copley plate and the larger maroon-bor- 
dered plate beneath. 

The breakfast main dish consists of cot- 
tage loaf potatoes, sausages and scrambled 
eggs. The potato loaves resemble brioche 
and seem more like a delicious substitute 
for breads than like a vegetable. Serve 
them in the center of a large platter, ar- 
range tiny well browned sausages around 
them, then surround these with a border of 
fluffy scrambled eggs and a garnish of 
parsley. 


Cottage Loaf Potatoes 

Four large potatoes 

Two eggs 

One and one-half teaspoons salt 

Peppa to taste 

Peel, cook and mash potatoes. These can 
be prepared ahead of time and warmed 
over hot water when you are ready to pre- 
pare the rest of the menu. Add one of the 
eggs, well beaten, salt and pepper. Shape 
into balls of two sizes, large ones the size 
of an egg, and the others half as large. Now 
flatten each large one a little, and place a 
smaller on on top. Make a dent in the 
small one so that it looks like an old En- 
glish cottage loaf. Put loaves on a greased 
remaining egg, 
which has been beaten slightly with one 
tablespoon of water. Bake in a hot oven 
(400 degrees F.) until brown, about 20 min- 
utes. This makes six loaves. 

Graham pecan muffins are an unusual 
and very delicious variety of hot bread to 
serve for this gala breakfast. Nothing 
quite takes the place of freshly baked muf- 


fins. 


Graham Pecan Muffins 

One and one-fourth cups all-purpose flour 

Three-fourths cup graham flour 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

Two eggs 

One cup milk 

Two tablespoons melted butter 

One-third cup chopped pecan meats 

Twelve pecan halves 

Mix and sift together the dry ingredients, 
with the exception of one tablespoon of the 
all-purpose flour. Beat eggs slightly, add 
milk and melted butter. Combine the two 
mixtures, mixing as little as possible, and 
add nut meats, dredged with one tablespoon 


of flour. Pour into muffin pans, top with 
pecan halves and bake in a hot oven (400 
degrees F.) for 20 to 25 minutes. This makes 
12 muffins. 


Afternoon Open House 

Very few preparations are necessary for 
serving eggnog to afternoon callers. If you 
plan to have many guests you may wish to 
serve the eggnog from a punch bowl. It 
can be placed on any convenient side table, 
Because eggnog is rich and sweet, thin 
slices of wholewheat, graham and white 
bread and butter are most appropriate to 
accompany it. 

The eggnog service, illustrated, shows the 
beverage in straight-sided punch glasses on 
a chromium tray ready for serving. Rolled 
and triangular sandwiches made of very 
thin slices of whole wheat and white bread 
and butter are arranged on another two- 
tiered chromium tray. 

If you do not want the responsibility of 
cutting bread in perfect paper-thin slices 
for the sandwiches, you can buy it ready- 
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A mixed fruit plate is easily prepared for New Year's breakfast. , 


cut. Of course, all crusts should be removed 
from the bread and if you wish to roll the 
slices lay them on a damp towel for a short 
time beforehand to make the bread more 
pliable. After the rolls are made, wrap 
them in a damp towel and leave in a cool 
place until served. | 


Eognogg 

Six eggs 

Three-fourths cup granulated sugar 

One and one-half cups cognac brandy 

One-half cup rum 

Four cups whipping cream 

Four cups milk 

One-half cup powdered sugar 

Nutmeg 

Separate egg whites from yolks. Beat 
yolks until very light, add granulated sugar 
and continue beating until well blended; 
slowly add brandy and rum, then the milk 
and three cups of cream. Beat egg whites 
until stiff but not dry and fold into above 
mixture. Whip the remaining cup of cream 
and add powdered sugar. Top each glass 
with the sweetened whipped cream and 
sprinkle lightly with nutmeg before serving. 
This makes 24 servings.

Turkey Loaf 


Six tablespoons butter 

One-half cup flour 

One teaspoon salt 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper 

Two cups milk 

One cup chicken bouillon or turkey stock 

One-half cup dry bread crumbs 

Two cups diced cooked turkey 

Three tablespoons minced pimientos 

One-fourth cup minced celery 

Three eggs, well beaten 

Melt butter in saucepan, add flour, salt 
and pepper and blend thoroughly. Add the 
milk and chicken bouillon or turkey stock 
gradually and cook slowly, stirring frequent- 
ly, until it forms a thick, creamy sauce. Add 
the other ingredients and pour into a deep, 
buttered baking dish. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) for about 35 minutes. 
Let stand two or three minutes, then loosen 
the sides with a spatula and turn out onto 
a hot platter. Garnish with whole cooked 
mushrooms and parsley. This makes six 
servings. Left-over or canned chicken can 
be used in place of the turkey. 


Turkey-Mushroom Sauce 


Two tablespoons butter 

Three tablespoons flour 

One can cream of mushroom soup 

One and one-half cups diced turkey 

Four hard-cooked eggs, sliced 

Salt and pepper 

Melt butter in saucepan and blend in the 
flour. Add the mushroom soup and stir 
until thickened. Then add turkey and sliced 
hard-cooked eggs. Add salt and pepper, if 
desired, but since the turkey and soup have 
been seasoned when cooked, little additional 
seasoning will be required. Serve over 
slices of the turkey loaf. 


Turkey loaf with mushroom sauce makes the 
main dish for the buffet supper and fruit salad 
is attractively served in orange cases. 


Ginger Fruit Salad 


Three oranges 

One banana 

One cup canned or fresh pineapple strips 

One-fourth cup seeded grapes 

One-fourth cup chopped nuts 

One-fourth cup candied ginger 

Lime French dressing 

Six orange cases 

Two tablespoons lemon juice 

One red apple 

Watercress 

Remove orange sections from membrane, 
slice banana and pineapple in_ slender, 
lengthwise strips. Cut grapes in half. Mix 
together with nuts, ginger and lime dress- 
ing and fill orange cases. Wash apple 
well, cut in strips without peeling and sprin- 
kle with lemon juice at once to prevent 
discoloration. Arrange apple on top of salad 
so the red gives a decorative color. The 
salad as a whole, when placed on a bed of 
watercress, resembles a chrysanthemum. 

To make the orange cases, cut orange peel 
in one-fourth-inch strips two-thirds of the 


way from top to bottom of the orange. Re-, 


move entire peel from the orange very care- 
fully to prevent breaking off the strips, 
which should appear as petals of the flower. 


Lime French Dressing 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt 

One tablespoon confectioners’ sugar 

One-half teaspoon paprika 

One-fourth cup lime juice 

One-half cup salad oil 

Mix dry ingredients with lime juice in a 
deep bowl or bottle. Add oil, beating 
or shaking vigorously until the consistency 
of cream. Use immediately as emulsion 
breaks quickly. 

Fig Cake 

Three-fourths cup shortening 

One and one-half cups sugar 

Four egg whites 

One teaspoon lemon extract 

Three cups cake flour 

Four teaspoons baking powder 

One-half teaspoon salt 

One cup milk 

One teaspoon cinnamon 

One teaspoon nutmeg 

One tablespoon molasses 

One and one-half cups finely chopped figs 

Cream shortening, add sugar slowly, blend- 
ing well. Add one unbeaten egg white, beat 
well; add flavoring. Sift together the flour, 
baking powder and salt, and add alternately 
with the milk. Fold in the remaining egg 
whites, beaten stiff. To two-thirds of the 
mixture add the spices and figs. Put into 
well greased tube pan-.by spoonfuls, alter- 
nating light and dark mixtures. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for about 
one hour. This cake needs no icing, but if 
one is desired use any butter cream icing 
recipe.

There is that courageous Ephraim 
McDowell, who performed one of 
the first abdomjnal operations jj; 
the world in what was then thea 
backwoods of Kentucky. There ji; 
Daniel Drake of Cincinnati, who 
described the diseases of the great 
river valleys of our middle western 
country. 

There is William Beaumont, who 
founded our knowledge of the physi- 
ology of digestion.

Dear Mrs. Post: Are service 
plates used on a conventional lunch 
table as well as at dinner. Why do 
you sometimes call a service plate 
a place plate? And then again you 
refer to it as an exchange plate. 
If these are all the same, why do 
you sometimes refer to them differ- 
ently ? 

Answer: “Service plate” is the 
word used in stores; “place plate” 
is the word that is apt to be used 
(if the plates are spoken of) at 
home. Either word is equally prop- 
er for the plate that is put at each 
place at table when the table is set 
for no matter which meal. Usually 
the service plate, which is cold, is 
replaced by the exchange plate, 
which is hot. The “exchange plate” 
is always the empty plate that is 
put at each place in exchange for 
the used plate, since at a formally 
served table no place is ever left 
plateless (except . before dessert 
when the table is cleared and 
crumbed) or may a filled plate be 
put down at the time that a used 
one is removed. An exchange plate 
must in this case be used between 
the courses.
